Three St. Louis members of the Missouri 
House dragged out a discredited old bugaboo 
and threw it into the fight against the bill 
to streamline the St. Louis public school system. 
Representative Eugene P. Walsh, John P. O’Reil¢ 
ly and Mrs, Jennie S. Walsh contend the unit 
eontrol bill would “put too much power in one 
man's hands.” Although 75 votes were cast for 
the bill to only 40 against, it fell four short of 
the constitutional majority of 79. 

These legislators refer to the Superintendent 
of Instruction, The bill would make him the sys- 
tem's chief executive, with authority over the 
autonomous Building Department. It would pro- 
duce some healthy changes, too. For one thing, 
it would make the principal master in his own

But does this give the Superintendent too 
much power? Of course not. He would be no law 
unto himself; he would be responsible directly 
te the School Board, which could remove him 
for cause.
